MICHEL IS SAFE. 


Michel, B. C., Aug. 3- The old 
town of Michel is safe, although re 
Sidents are preparing to leave it ata 
moment's notice and all have their 
goods piled in front of 
their houses. The new town in the 
bush is safe as yet and will not be 
unless a strong wind 
should spring up from the north. A 
trainlond of woman and children 
were shipped from Michel to Fernie 
last night. The wind last this morn- 
ing was shiftng toward the north 
Sut not strong. 
| The Midland Lumber Mill at Ward- 
rop siding is nothing but a heap of 
ashes. The Great Northern’ tracks 
parallel the C. P.;R. along here and 
three bridges on the Great North- 
ern are a blackened heap of ruins 
through which the water roars. 

In several places the Great North- 
ern wires are also down. At  Hos- 
mer a number of people from  Fer- 
nie are housed in the new coke ovens.
